Men's Christian association than Fort 
Wayno." said Dr. Chapman. ' "The oth- 
er day I noticed a, company of young 
men—evidently schoolboys— entering 
a place where billiards 
are 
played. 


This game, may or may not be con- 
sidered harmful: that is not the ques- 
tion. I know that the place into which 
tho$e boys were going to seek diversion 
was a harmful one. You need a Young 
Men's Christian association 
In -Fort 


Wayne for Its gymnasium, for its reao- 
Ing room, for its reception room, for 
its night school and for its wholesome 
Christian Influence. I am

movement onght to have your hearty 
and substantial encouragement.

not know when the canvass for funds 
for a.

present.

nothing better could be done, for the 
cltv and Fort Wayne Is really the only 
city' of its size In the United States 
without a, Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation."

A 'little later in the 
evening 
Dr. 


Chapman took up the matter of the 
Young Women's Christian association's 
movement for a building of Its own 


MONDAY EVENING 


In Fort Wayne. "Perhaps the public 
does not know." said he, "that 
the 


Fort Wayne Young Women's Christian 
association is the oldest one In Indiana, 
and the only one in the state not owVi- 
Ing Its own building. 
That of Itself 


ought to be sufficient argument for a 
new building:. It is now 
occupying 


poorly-furnished 
and very cramped 


quarters. There are in Fort Wayne a 
great many women and girls who need 
Its helpfulness. 
I am told that the 


average daily attendance In the lunch 
room, reading room and rest room Is 
more than 
200. A rough estimate 


places the number of self-supporting 
girls In Fort Wayne at from 6,000 to 
10,000. 
You need a specially trained 


worker to give her entire time to the 
cause of this army of girls. I want 
to lay upon your hearts tonight the 
Interests of the Y. W. <Z. A. In Fort 
Wayne- I believe the time has now 
come when It can secure a home of 
Its own. If any word of mine could 
help, I would speak It and speak it 
again." 


Sang Without Director, 


That Mr. Alexander has been able 


to make his gospel songs take firm 
hold in Fort Wayne was amply dem- 
onstrated again Sunday night wher> 
the Princess ring audience, without a 
director and while awaiting the com- 
ing of Mr. Alexander, began singing 
songs upon its own account. 
There 


was at first nobody to start the songs— 
they apparently 
started themselves, 


and again and again the crowd sang 
"I Arn Included." "Traveling Home." 
"Will You Meet Me There?" and others 
which have been prime favorites dur- 
ing the campaign. 
Later 
Professor 


William Miles arrived, and with Al- 
fred Hoisworth at the piano conducted 
the song service until the arrival of 
Air. Alexander and Mr. Harkness. 


The famous "choirsmlth" was suf- 


fering from a terrific headache, but one 
could never have told It In the en- 
thusiasm and vigor with 
which 
he 


took up the work of directing the big 
audience. He took 
up 
the 
famous 


"Moody-Sankey hymn. 
"Ninety and 


Nine." and for a moment drilled, choir 
and audience • In 
the 
final 
phrase, 


"Rejoice, for the Lord brings back His 
Own." 
• 
"I want you to let that rim? In your 


hearts as we leave," said Mr. Alex 
ander, as again and again he asked 
the audience to sing It. and with his 
Inspiring genius directed the phrasing 
and the volume and the expression un- 
til It suited him. 


Made Everybody Sing. 


"What did you drop out 
for?" he 


cried, pointing to one section of the 
audience. "Why. some of you 
nien 


coufd call hogs until your voice could 
be heard half a mile! Now give your 
voice to the Lord—sing It!" 
"Rejoice, 


for the Lord brings back His 
own," 


boomed out again, two thousand peo- 
ple singing It and the volume of mel- 
ody pouring out In tremendous force, 


"My, that's beautiful!" cried 
Mr. 


Alexander: It's the best singing I've 
heard In Fort Wayne—but there's a 
man over there who Isn't singing a 
note! Let's have fhat once more.'' The 
audience sang the measure again. Then 
Mr. Naftzfer sang the song completely 
through, nnd as h« reached' the final 
phrase the two thousand people Joined 
him In the measure Mr. Alexander had 
developer! In his choir which then In- 
cluded the entire audience. 


"The Ninety and Nine," as rendered 


by Mr, Naftzger. wa* a masterpiece. 
As he renders it It Is the most difficult 
number the gifted young soloist does, 
and Into It Is poured the whole fire and 
spirit and soul of the singer. In the 
climax It Is one of ihe most power- 
fully 
thrilling religious songs ever 


written,.nnd Mr. Naftzger was at his 
best. S'o. terriffic was the strain that 
as he sat down tho young singer him- 
self was nqulver with nervous tension 
as the vast audience took up the words, 
"Rejoice for the Lord brings back His 
own." 


Or. Chapman's Final Sermon. 


"Redemption" was the theme of Dr. 


Chapman's 
final- 
sermon - in 
Fort 


Wayne, nnd he chose for his text Re\-. 
5:9—"And they sung a new song." 
He declared it an especially appropri- 
ate text for some people. "In the ser- 
vice thi.s afternoon, " said Dr. Chap- 
man, 
"a. man who was converted but 


a week ago led another man to Christ. 
He was .singing a new song, and both 
of .them will some day experience the 
words of our text. 


"The 
world 
has 
always 
sung. 


Through both Old and Xew Testaments 
we find 'the record of song. The an- 
gels sang 'peace on earth, good-will to 
men.' 
The disciples sang: and It Is 


not. 
unlikely that Jesus Christ Joined 


them. 
All through the days of 
the 


early church they sang, and ao when 
we come to Revelations, the close- of 
God's book, we find them singing a new 
song. The emphasis is naturally upon 
the u-ortl 'new.' 
I like Revelations be- 


cause It is the only book in which a 
blessing Is pronounced "upon the reader 
of the Word as well as upon the doer. 
It has to do with the time that Is past, 
the day that Is, present, and the to- 
morrow that Is future. 
It is the book 


of the New Name—the book of the 
New Song-^-the book of the New Na- 
ture. 


Its Descriotion of Heaven. 


"I like It. because it has a descrip- 


tion of heaven. You ask me. are the 
gates really of pearl?—and I answer, 
"yes: 
or of something better!' 
And 


the streets—are they really of gold? I( 
answer, 'yes: of gold, or something 
better!' And that Is not all. If you 
want to know what heaven is, take the 
letters H-O-M-E and multiply 
them 


by infinity! 
And it's a place where 


Jesus Is. I can quite understand how 
when we get there we will sing 'a new 
song."

"The beloved Moody could sing but 


a. single note; through an entire hymn 
his tone never raised or lowered, .but 
he can sing tonight! 'And they sung a 
new song.'

Court Takes Oath 


CEREMONY HAD A 


VERY SIMPLE AIR 


Louisiana Jurist Elevated 


to Seat Held by Mar- 


shall and Taney. 


Washington. Dec. 19.—Edward Doug- 


lass White, for 16 years an associate 
justice of the supreme court of the 
United States today became the ninth 
chief justice of the nation. The simple 
public ceremonies in installation were 
held In the presence of the bench and 
a distinguished gathering that filled 
every available Inch of space in the 
little court room. The oath of allegi- 
ance was administered by 
Associate 


Justice Harlan Just before the court 
took H* place on the bench. The new 
head of the court obviously embarrass- 
ed, marched into the court roorti to his 
usual piace on the bench in his ca- 
pacity as an associate justice. 
As he 


took his seat he smiled at his wife, who 
sat in a reserved seat beside his broth- 
er, James White, of this city, and other 
relatives. 


Harlan Announces It. 


Presiding Justice Harlan, who has 


headed the tribunal since the death of 
Chief Justice Fuller last 
July, 
an- 


nounced after orders of the ..day had 
been made public that Justice White 
had been appointed chief justice of 
the U. 8., was present and ready to 
take the oath. He extended the con- 
gratulations of the court to the new 
chief Justice and directed clerk Mc- 
Kenney to read his commission. This 
done,, the presiding Ju»tlce turned to 
his right where sat the new chief jus- 
tice and In the presence of the stand- 
Ing gathering administered the judicial 
oath. 
The senior Justice bowed the 


chief Justice Into the chair at the head 
of'the court, extended his personal con- 
gratulation* and himself resumed his 
old seat at the right of the chief Jus- 
tice. For the first time In history an 
associate Justice had been elevated to 
the chief justiceship' and for the first 
time a- president and Senate of one po- 
litical party nixd honored a member of 
a "rival party by • placing him at the 
head of the highest court In the land. 


New*Chief Ju»tice Modest. 


Because of the o%'erwhelmlng mod- 


ftity of Chief-Justice White, officials of 
the court were uncertain as to the 
exact details of the ceremony of the 
day until they had actually occurred. 
In a general way, the-broad customs 
attending the Induction into oftlcc of 
the head of the couVt.wcrc followed. 


Unlike the Inauguration of a presi- 


dent as the head of the co-ordinate 
branch of the government, the Induc- 
tion.Into office of a chief justice of the 
United States has always been a com- 
paratively unostentatious occasion. In- 
stead of an escort from the capltol to 
the white house composed of gaily at- 
tired civic -organizations and seasoned 
military commands, a new chief jus- 
tice has only his black robed brethren 
On the bench In .procession from the 
robing room to the court room; Instead 
of his approach being heralded by the 
loud huzzaa of cheering thousands the 
advance to power of a new chief Jus- 
tice Is announced by nothing more 
than the solitary tones of the court 
crier: instead of an Inaugural address 
outlining his policies the only utter- 
ance of a new chief justice Is the sol- 
emn words of his oath of office. 


Traditions Preserved. 


TJhe dignity resting in the customs 


founded on the swearing -into office of 
John Hay, John Rutledge, Oliver Ells- 
worth, and John Marshall, and per- 
fected in the days of Roger B. Taney, 
Salmon P. Chase, Morrison B. Walte 
and Melville W. Fuller was not ma- 
terially disturbed today by radical in- 
novations. 


The ceremonies of ele\-ating an as- 


sociate justice of the court into the 
chief'justiceship of the nation began 
in the secret confines of the court's 
robing rpom. It is here that the oath 
of allegiance is administered, just be- 
fore the'court takes its place on the 
bench. The oath prepared for today's 
occasion followed the form prescribed 
by law. It read: 


"I. Edward Douglass White, do sol- 


emnly swear that I will support and 
defend the constitution of the United 
States against all enemies, foreign and 
domestic; that I will bear tnie faith 
and allegiance to the same; that I 
take this obligation freely, without any 
mental reservation or purpose of eva- 
sion, and that I will well and faithfully 
discharge the duties of the office on 
which T am about to enter. 
So help 


me God.:' 


It was a similar oath of allegiance 


that created such a tempest 
In the 


court, back in reconstruction 
days. 


Hence unusual Interest was centered 
In its administration today to the first 
chief justice who had borne arms In 
the cause of the confederacy by the 
senior associate justice of the court, 
Justice Harlan, who had borne arms 
at the same time in the cause of the 
nation. 


Points on Which Doubt Hang. 


Doubt had existed before the cere- 


monies as to whether the new chief 
justice would halt at the clerk's desk 
in the court -room to take the onth 
there ns most of the men who have oc- 
cupied positions on the bench have 
clone, or whether he would assume his 
usual place on the bench and take the 
oath there as Chief Justice Chase dldv 
Thfre was rlonbt also as to whether 
he would hold in his hand the historic 
Bible that practically ail 
the chief 


Justices and associate justices have 
uasd In this ceremony or whether he 
would follow the custom of Chief Jus- 


tice Chase In taking the oath on a 
Bible provided for the occasion. 


The oath which the new chief Jus- 


tice subscribed to "in the open court 
Is known as' the judicial oath as dis- 
tinguished from the oath of allegiance. 
It read: 


"I. Edward Douglass White, do sol- 


emnly swear that I will administer 
justice without respect to persons, and 
do equal right to the poor and to the 
rich, and that I will faithfully and im- 
partially discharge 
ami perform all 


the duties incumbent on me as chief 
justice of the United States according 
to the best of my abilities and under- 
standing, agreeably to the constitution 
and laws of the United States. So help 
me Ood." 
PARK BOARDS TO 


FOR CHANGE 


Want the Present Laws So 


Amended as to Give 


New Powers. 


HAD A START HERE 


Indianapolis. Ind.. Dec. 19.—The park 


boards of the cities of the second class, 
Evansvllle. Terre Haute, Fort Wayne 
and South Bend, will join hands, it is 
said in a plan to get a bill through 
the coming legislature that will give 
them the same powers as the board in 
Indianapolis, the only first class city 
of the state. The Fort Wayne board 
has taken the initiative, but the South 
Bend board has joined In the plan. 
An effort will also be made to get the 
support of the Evansvillo nnd Terre 
Haute boards. Park commissioners at 
Fort Wayne have outlined provisions 
of the desired law and the bill will be 
submitted to the officials of the other 
cities at a conference held In Indloa- 
apolis soon after Christmas. 


WHAT COL. FOSTER SAYS. 


Col. D. N. Foster, of the local board, 


stated that he had not 
intended 
to 


make the contemplated legislation pub- 
lic at this time but explained that the 
principal changes sought are one em- 
powering the councils of the cities to 
divide the cities Into park districts and 
empowering the hoards 
to 
establish 


boulevards. 


The levy can not be less than B cents 


nor more than 9 cen.K under the new 
act If It pastes the legislature. 
In 


Fort Wayne for 1911 tho appropriation 
will amount to about 7 c-?nts on thi 
$100 
of taxable property. 
The 
ait- 


vantage of dividing the cities Into park 
district* ^les In'.the fact' that where a 
park or a • -Houlevttrd is desired In a 
certain section It either cnn be estab- 
lished upon the presentation to 
tho 


council;of a "petition and a special levy 
made against the pTuperty in the dis- 
trict seeking tho Improvement. 


This special lev yean not. exceed 15 


cents on the $100 of valuation of land 
exclusive of the 
improvements 
and 


must be divided Into ten annual pay- 
ments so.that each year property own- 
ers will pay a. cent nnd a half on the 
$100.

HOLDS BRIBERY 


ESTABLISHED 


Seven Lorimer Votes Shown 
to Have Been Tainted by 


Bribes or Bribery. 


Chatanooga, 
Tenn., 
Dec. 
19.— 


United States Senator James B. Fraz- 
ier, who is at home for the holidays, 
stated today that the dlspatiches sent 
out from Washington to the 
effect 


that the report of the sub-committee 
in 
the 
Lorimer 
investigation 
was 


unanimous, was not correct. 


Senator Frazier says h« had filed 


with the committee on privileges and 
elections, to which the report of the 
sub-committee was made, a statement 
of his views and conclusions in writ- 
Ing. 
In this he disagreed with the 


other members of the sub-committee 
wherein it freed the election of Sen- 
ator Lormer from thie charges of cor- 
ruption. . 


He stated in the minority report 


filed that In his Judgment the evi- 
dence established the fact that four 
members 
of the Illinois 
legislature 


v.-ho had voted for Mr. Lnrimer were 
bribed to do so. they having con- 
fessed that fact, 
and 
further 
that 


they were bribed by three other mem- 
bers of the legislature who had voi- 
ed for Lorimer. and that his conclu- 
sions, as stated in his report, were 
that seven votes cast for Mr. Lori- 
mer were corrupt or tainted. 


When asked If he did not sign the 


report of the sub-committee charged 
with investigation 
of 
the 
Lorimer 


case, Senator Frazier said: 


"I did not. 
I did not sign any re- 


port but I did file- -with the committee 
on privileges and elections a state- 
ment of my views and conclusions dis- 
senting from the majority of the sub- 
committee." ' 


BEVERIDOE WANTS TO KNOW.

CARBOLIC ACID 


Mr. Williams' BUI In the last 
' Legislature Two Years Ago. 


The following bill was introduced in 


the last Indiana legislature, two years 
ago. and last sprmg I took it' to Al- 
bany, N. Y., for introduction In the 
legislature there, but concluded to de-' 
fer It. the session then being near Us 
close: 
"Be it enacted, etc., etc.. that on and 


after four years from the date of the 
passage of this act, it shall be un- 
lawful to construct any room, with 
doors and windows that can be closed, 
in any building designed for human 
habitation unless the same be provided 
with an outlet opening on the floor or 
In the baseboard next the floor, in size 
proportioned to the cubic consents ca- 
pacity of the room to be determined by 
the board of health of the state of In- 
diana, the said outlet opening to be 
connected directly or indirectly with 
the outdoor air." 


This is radical legislation, but it Is 


much needed. If alcohol be the great 
enemy of the human race, "carbonic 
acid" is a close second—the great dis- 
integrator of lung tissue, preparing a 
seedbed for • the much-dreaded white 
p'.ague, tuberculosis. This bill will be 
presented in the legislatures ot every 
northern state (southern houses are 
not so tightly built and have open 
windows the year round), accompanied 
by a picture of the infamous black hole 
of Calcutta, India, the underground pit 
nto which 146 British prisoners were 
thrown June 20. 1756, and the next 
morning all but twenty-three were 
dead from suffocation, the lines In the 
licture showing the gradually rising 
ide of "carbonic acid," thickest and 
blackest at the bottom of the pit. slow- 
y coming higher and higher, the lines 
n the picture thinner at the nostrils 
of the victims, but still thick enougrh to 
kill them. It only there had been a 
hole at the bottom .of the pit with the 
outdoor air connected not a life would 
have been lost by suffocation. 
The 


victims were killed by their own lung 
product. 
The four years given before the act 


becomes operative provides ample time 
for the discussion of the merits <0f the 
bill, by architects, 
physicians 
and 


boards of health all over the United 
States, and opportunity for two suc- 
cessive Indiana legislatures to repeal 
it if thought undesirable. 
As an act 


of the legislature it will attract that 
much needed, attention and comment 
not otherwise obtainable, because the 
doctors of the land are so extremely 
busy In curing the ills of humanity 
they have not much time to give to 
suggestions for 
preventing diseases, 


and the "boards of health"—well, they 
are progressing, and atter'a while will 
get there. There is a very brilliant fu- 
ture yet to come In the work of the 
'boards of health" all over the United 
States. "Boards of health and happi- 
ness," their proper title, somo one will 
be sure to suggest In the future, as 
their minds enlarge and broaden to 
take in the vast work they can do f"r 
the health nnd for the happiness ot the 
people of their respective stntps in the 
prevention of sickness, physical and 
montnl. There will be great honor and 
great opportunity for great minds in 
the future boards of health. 


Architects and Plumbers. 


As for the one particularly deadly 


enemy, "carbonic acid." which this 
bill lights against, most "architects" 
Ignore It. so busy are they with the 
othnr ordinary features of house con- 
struction—a tight roof, a thick wall to 
keep out the cold, etc.. etc. 
I_ give 


great credit to the "plumbers" for their 
perfect disposition of human" stana- 
aclilc rxoretn. and for their system ol 
roof ventilation carrying off the eases 
therefrom; but what shall be sttid of 
the "architects" who have given so lit- 
tle attention of getting rid of the. hu- 
man lungs' excreta, "carbonic acid." 
simply because the odors therefrom are 
not so offensive to the nostrils as are 
the odors from the stomachic gases. ,Of 
the two, the human lungs' 
excreta, 


"carbonic acid," Is much the more dan- 
gerous to heaJth, though not compar- 
able in offensiveness of odor with the 
other.

Have ready another mixture made from 
two ounces of powdered vanilla, four 
drams each of powdered cloves and 
essence of vanilla, thirty drops each 
of oils of clove and cassia, and bind 
the two masses together with cinna- 
mon water. 


This paste should, be shaped into 


tiny cones and dried. They will burn 
brightly.

Coffee 
tea, vinegar, lemonade, ginger ale, va- 
nilla, 'almond, olive oil, tomato soup 
chicken pfoth and a perfume or two 
arc nil suitable. There should also be 
a bottle containing plain water.

tle, and the guests are provided with 
cards containing corresponding num- 
bers. If possible » few drops of some 
anliln dye—black is best-*should bo

affect the odor.-«nd • the uniformity of 
color will make accurate identification 
more difficult. 


The bottles are placed on a table 


and each person Is Invited to smell 01 
the contents, and to write on his cart 
the result of his investigation*.

one Is allowed to speak during ^ne ex- 
amination.

by the various guesses re- 


garding the content* of the bottle of 
water.

"This is our last Sunday together, 


men." said Mr. Alexander, "and we 
want to sing the songs that have 
helped somebody. What has helped 
you?" 
There was a call for "Don't 


Stop Praying." "I am glad you called 
for that." said Mr. Alexander: "It's a 
good song. Don't stop praying when 
you're tempted. Did you ever have a 
temptation come at you just.as if it 
had claws and was going to clutch 
you and trample you under foot?" 


Story from the Southland. 


"Down south." continued Mr. Alex- 


ander, "there's a story about the old 
colored brother who. told how often he 
was tempted. 
" 'And what do you do when you're 


tempted uncle?'' was asked him. 


" 'Well, sah; I Jist draps down on 


my knees and I says O, Lo'd; here's 
some ob you' property in danger!' 


"I tell you." said Mr. Alexander, 


when the smiles had subsided, "when 
temptation comes, you Just drop on 
your knees. There's fourteen morocco 
bound volumes in that story." 


Mr. Naftzger sang "Only a Sinner," 


and there were several other songs be- 
fore Dr. Chapman arose to speak. "I 
think one need* to speak today to men 
regarding sin." said the evangelist as 
he began his sermon. "It is so easy 
to be tempted. I want to Invite your 
attention 
to 
Proverbs 
11:21—'the 


wicked shall not go unpunished.' 


'"You may blot out the Bible—you 


may say that death ends all, that our 
hope of the future Is all naught," con- 
tinued Dr. Chapman, "but that text 
still stands. Man's experience proves 
It to be true. There are many texts 
In both th« Old ana the New Testa- 
ment that declare it." H« cited many 
of them, among them being Ezra 18:14 
—"The soul that srnn«th shall die." 


Various Kinds of Death. 


"I. think." continued Dr. Chapman, 


"there are (different kinds of death. 
There is physical death and there Is 
spiritual death—death to soul, death 
to peace, death to power. Every man 
who alns and does not confess It dies 
to peace »nd 'dies <o power. •' If we "were 
to be Judged' bV outward things, most 
at u»i would 'stand pretty well. But 
If we are Judged by our secret sins and 
have no Savior, we are doomed. 


"There Is a text I have quoted on 


each Sunday I have spoken here. It 
» 'the wages of »ln Is death'—death 
o happiness, to self-respect, to repu- 
atlon. . 


"It I could convince you that your 


sin is progressive, perhaps I could In- 
duce you to turn. 
Sin often starts 


with a mere glance, a small action, 
but it always ends In death If it is 
unforglven. 


"Sow your lust and you will reap It. 


Sow your dishonesty and you will have 


harvest. Sow your unbridled pas- 


sions and there will be -a day of reck- 
oning. Perhaps one weakness of mod- 
ern preaching Is that we have lost a 
sense of the sinfulness of sin. You 
can call it by some other name, but 
you can't change Its character. Give 
a man a loose Idea of sin, and you have 


loose Idea of the atonement. 


Qin Not Merely an Act, 


"Sin is not simply ,an act—It Is a 


state. Some of you men have boasted 
that you haven't done sinful things. 
Perhaps you haven't done so many 
sinful things that men could see. but 
how's your heart? One of the Bible 
definitions of sin is the transgression 
of tha law of Gofl. Is there a man in 
.his building who is an adulterer? Je- 
sus says If you have lust in your heart, 
you are! Listen! Is your life right 
according to God's 
Immutable and 


eternal law? You may turn and ask 
me the same question, and I answer 
that my life is right, and so is yours 
it we've got. Christ In our hearts. 


'One man tells me he never expects 


to sin again, but that doesn't put him 
right with God. No man is saved by 
his personal efforts to be good, but by 
the mercy of Jesus Christ!' 
"Is it right to be a' Christian—not a 


hypocrite? A Christian—not a man 
who beat you In a, trade yesterday? 
A Christian—not a wan who passes 
tHe contribution plate In church and 
then goes home and abuses his chil- 
dren? I mean a Christian—a Chris- 
tian as your old mother, whose voice 
had all the music of heaven In it? 


Unbelief a Transgression. 


"Unbelief is a sin! You think it is 


a sin merely to get drunk, to be im- 
pure, but I tell you the chief sin is the 
sin that 
crucifies Jesus again—that 


looks squarely into the face of God 
and says 'I will not accept.' 
A man 


says. Til reform—I'll not drink—I'll 
not steal again.' Does this settle it? 
Let me tell you that good resolution 
Is for tomorrow: debt is for yesterday. 
You can't settle an old obligation by- 
paying cash In the future. 
You can't 


pay yesterday's debt with today's reso- 
lution. Men, you need something more 
than resolution. People tell me men 
sin chiefly because ot their environ- 
ment; htat is nonsensical. Take the 
case of -Judas Iscarloi—he was so close 
,to Christ that he could reach out and 
touch Him. 
Em-lronmont 
doesn't 


touch it. Why? Because the trouble 
isn't on the outside! You can't touch 
sin with an environment—your sin is 
within! I'll tell you how you can he 
saved—and the Lord knows some of 
you men need it. You stand hicrh so- 
cially, hut you'd be damned 
If you 


faced God as you arc today. Some of 
you have bK bank accounts, hut your 
money wouldn't be worth a snap In the 
judgment. There is a way of escape— 
only one. Accept Jesus Christ as your

cataloguer of Uncle Sam, a Massachu- 
setts 
man, A. Cleveland Bent, of I 


Taunton, has achieved a 
distinction j 


among ornithologists the country over 
almost without parallel In the history I 
of such appointments. 


Mr. Bent professionally Is the man- 


ager oC a Taunton machine company. | 


Hitherto he has been known only as i 


an amateur ornithologist. 


His appointment Is all the more sig- [ 


nlflcant because the government dur- j 
ng thirty years past has twice at- j 
tempted this great work—the com- 
pilation of the history of all the North 
American birds, without the success 
desired. 


Bent's task Is a colossal one. It prob- 


ably means a lifetime of labor. 
His 


.ppolntment by the Smithsonian insti- 
tution lifts him from the realms o° 
amateur bird science to the country's 
eadership among all experts. 
"What 


experience as an ornithologist Bent has 
hitherto had has been gained outside 
of routine business hours and on va- 
cations. 


He Is a man 44 years of age and he 


hns been for many years actively em- 
ployed with his managerial duties In 
.he machine shop. 
In "keeping up" 


his knowledge of birds, however, he 
has stayed well ahead of the hundreds 
of amateur ornlthol'gists of the coun- 
try. Ho has collected birds, eggs and 
nests galore and has mado thousands 
of photographs of birds and their 
homes. 


Sncc the time of the great Auflubon, 


two expert ornithologists have attempt- 
ed but never satisfactorily completed 
the task he now undertakes. Accord- 
ng to Mr. Bent, while there are no un- 
tnovrn birds existent upon the North 
American continent there are approxi- 
mately SOO different species. 
There 


are also some 3.200 different forms of 
these species, though most of the vari- 
ations are the result of climatic or 
geographical conditions. 


First Attempt Thirty Years Ago. 
Some thirty years ago the flrst at- 


.empt at a comprehensive volume de- 
scribing all these kinds of species was 
begun by Major Bendlre, a 
retired 


army officer. 


After years of study, travel anfl an 


Infinite amount of labor the major 
succeeded In getting out two volumes 
of his hook. There were to bo some 
twenty volumes when the set 
WHB 


completed. 
The second volum* was 


brought out In 1893. Then Major Ben- 
dire died.

>eaks of the Rocklos. Every nook nm1 
corner of the country must not only be 
visited, but lived in. 


It is Mr. Bent's plan to have somo of 


this work done by assistants, but he 


l ho compelled to do the lion's sharo 


himself. 
Mr. Bent's birthplace was Taunton, 


iml he has spent the most of his life 


. Like the town's othor colpbrlty, 


.he r.r-v. Mr. Mrtcair. tho astronomcr- 
clevnyman, tho mnnuracttirrr-ornlthol- 
oslst has always been interested In his 
subject, but purely «s «• postlmo. 
He 


•n-ns graduated from Harvard In the 
class of '80, and noon after became In- 
terested In tho manufacture of ma- 
ihlnes. 


In his homo In Tnunton Mr. Bent has 


a private collection 
of over 
4,000 


stuffed birds and nggs. 
As an ama- 


teur horticulturist, nlso. this remark- 
able man has attained some fame, nnd 
las started a small arboretum on his 
estate. 


Mr. Bent will, begin work for 
the 


Smithsonian Institution In tho early 
sprins. He intends to spend the sum- 
mer in the north, probably In Labrador.

as practiced in. the United States \'\te 
saving service will be found, with the 
£J!, exception ot the fifth rule, as effective 


for a frosted ear as for apparent death 
from cold. Below is the treatment as 
recommended by the surgeon general 
of the marine hospital service: 


1. Dcr not bring the patient to the 


fire or bathe the parts in warm water. 


2. If snow be on the ground, or ac- 


cessible, take a woolen cloth in the 
hand, place n handful of snow upon it, 
nnd gently rub the frozen part until 
tlu: natural color is restored. 
Tn case 


snow Is not at. hand, bathe the part 
gently with a woolen cloth in- the cold- 
est fresh water obtainable—Ice water 
if practicable. 


.1. In ease the frostbite is old, and 


the skin has turned black or begun to 
siialo off, do not attempt to restore ils 
vitality by friction, nut apply carron 
oil on a little cotton, after which wrap 
the part loosly in flannel. 


4. In all coses, as soon as the vi- 


tality has been restored, apply the 
carron oil. prepared according to serv- 
ice formula. 
As it contains opium, do 


not administer^ morphia or other opiate. 


5. In the wise of a person apparent- 


ly dead from exposure to cold, friction 
should be applied to the body and the 
lowor extremities, and artificial res- 
piration practiced as.in cases of the 
apparently drowned.

Slave Became a 
Great Tragedian 


American Negro Born in New 


York Won Tremendous Suc- 
cess Abroad as an Artist. 


(Arthur Wallack in 'the New York

About 100 years ago there was born 


ih-the. city of New York a man who 
was destined to become one ot 
the 


world's greatest, actors. 
Anrl yet, while 


the achievements of his contemporar- 
ies' Edmund Kean, Charles William 
Ma'eready. 
Edwin 
Forrest, 
George 


Frederick Cooke, Jnnlus Briitns Booth 
nnd James W. Wallack, sr., are re- 
membered, and their names household 
words, his, except 
perhaps 
among 


some students of the English drama, 
apepars to have been almost, .f no, 
entirely, forgotten. 


I refer to Ira Aldridge, a full-blooded 


negro whose father, horn in Senegal, 
was brought to this country 
as 
a 


"'^s'to his early life there aro con: 
Dieting accounts. By some he _IS i said 
10 have (been a servant to Edmund 
Kean during that actor's visit to this 
•ountry, and that from 
that 
great 


artist he imbibed a love for the stage 
which led to his appearing, in Balti- 
more, hut without success. He went to 
En"land presumably with Kean, and 
on his arrival there It-was given out 
that bis father, disapproving of his love 
for the stage, had sent him to Glas- 
gow university, with a view of having 
him -educated for >he ministry. 
But 


that a negro slave In those'days could 
have accumulated money enough to 
send his son abroad for his education 
is open to extreme doubt. 


First Appearance. 


Aldrldge, made his first appearance 


in London In 1S25, at th'S "JToyalty the- 
ater, as Othello. His success was in- 
stantaneous, and ho became iknown as 
the African Roscius. He. was by na- 
ture particularly fitted for the part, 
being of atall and massive figure, 'and 
possessed of a 
rich and 
resonant 


voice. 


His impersonations of the characters 


to .which his (<olor peculiarly t\iited 
him were those of Othello, Zanga and 
Rolla, and in these he 
appeared 
at 


Sadlers Wells, leaving that establish- 
ment shortly after for tho Olympic. At 
the conclusion of his engagement .at 
the latter theater he retired for a time 
from tho stage, nnd went through a 
course of study and practice; 
it is 


presumed, through tho advice of his 
sponsor and admirer, Edmund Kean. 


lie then made a tour through the 


principal" cities of England and "Scot- 


land, appearing also in Dublin, under 
the management of Mr. Colcraft. 
In 


even' place he appeared his reception 
was enthusiastic In the extreme, and 
the newspapers spoke In the highest 
terms ot his remarkable talent as an 
actor. At Belfast Charles Kean played 
Jago to the Othello of Aldrldge. and 
Aboan to his Aroorroko. He received 
many testimonials from distinguished 
member of several scientific and lit- 
tlcular, from Mr. Sheridan Knowles. 


All Over Europe. 


In April, 1833, he made his appear- 


ance at Covent Garden theater and was 
enthusiastically received, being repeat- 
edly called before the curtain. 
While 


performing Othello at Manchester he 
received a most complimentary letter 
from Madame Malibran, who stated 
that she had never witnessed a more 
Interesting or powerful performance. 
In 1852 he visited Germany, and At 
Lake Melningen was presented by the 
reigning sovereign wtih the Nassau 
gold medal of tho Order of tho Royal 
House of Saxony. 
He was also made 


member of seevral scientific and lit- 
erary continental Institutions. 


In 1853 he appeared in Berlin, his 


performances being honored 
by 
the 


presence of the king 
and queen 
of 


Prussia, on which occasion 
lie 
was 


'presented by Ills majestcy with a nhas- 
sivc gold medal and made a member 
of the Prussian Academy of Arts. Ir. 
1857 he went to Sweden and Russia, 


where he was made a member of the 
Imperial Academy of Arts, and given a 
gold medal by the emperor. 


A Great Distinction.

TO PRESERVE LENSES. 


A lens should remain for an Indefinite 


time in as good condition as when It 
leaves the manufacturer's hands, pro- 
vided a few simple rules are observed, 
to which we draw attention: 


Protect the lens as much as possible 


from dust and finger marks. 


Do not. subject it to sudden and ex- 


treme temperature. 


Do not expose it to the heat of the 


sun or steam coils. 


Avoid damp places. 
Never use any sort of polishing ma- 


terial or other solvent on the lens. 


Do not allow It to fall or get a sud- 


den jar. 


To clean, use a well washed Hnen 


handkerchief only. 


If dusty, blow off the dust first, then 


wipe. 


To remove finger marks or moisture, 


breathe upon the surface and wipe: 
always .wipe lightly and with a circular 
movement; a camel's hair brush Is 
convenient to remove 
dust 
before 


cleaning and, afterwards, remove lint. 


If the inner surfaces require clean- 


Ing, the utmost care should be observed 
to remove the lenses one by one, clean 
and replace before others are taken 
out.—Los Angeles Herald.
